Twelve minutes afte r the yacht s ta rt­ 
ed the cradle was floated from under­ 
line bilges and the Constitution was 
fairly afloat. 
The clear sta rlig h t night was ad­ 
mirable for the pyrotechnic display. 
The spectators generally cam e to the
